The deposed sculptor of the Stone 
Mountain memorial stated late this 
afternoon that he probably would 
stay in this state for a few days. 
Asked whether or not he planned an 
early return to Atlanta, he said that 
he could give out no information as 
to his immediate plans, inasmuch as 
he did not know himself. 

Will Fight Indictments. 

Mr. Borglum said that he would 

nol rest content with the situation 


| until all criminal prosecution against 


him hag been !ropped. At present 
ta°re are three indictments standing 
‘gainst him in the DeKalb superior 
court, and the sculptor will make 
every possible effort to have them 
dismissed, he stated. The warrants 
are based on destruction of the models 
at the studio at Stone mountain, 
which he has admitted, and on ui- 


leged removal of modela and designs — 


from “he studio, and from the moun- 
tein. Two of the indictments are 
for misdemeanor and one for felony. 

In the meantime Captain Jesse 
Tucker, Borglum’s superintendent in 
the memorial work, has not been lo- 
cated.

‘Expert Tells Farmers Best 


—_— Ss 


The best course to he followed by 
Georgia farmers in fighting the boll 
weevil this summer is outlined in a 
statement issued Saturday by Ira W. 
Williams, state entomologist, which 
‘will be sent to all inspectors of the 
board of entomology. Mr. Williams 
reviews the situation this year as 
compared to last year and explains 
the effect the mild winter will have 
on the boll weevil, He urges inten- 
sive use of poisons early in the spring 
to kill out as many of the “hold-over” 
insects as possible. 

Following is his statement: 

“During the of 1924 there 
was not a heavy infestation of the 
boll weevil. Some localities and sec- 
tions of the state were able to make 
a good crop without making a direct! 
‘fight by poisoning. The reasons for | 

this. as IL see it, were three: 

“Hirst: A very cold winter in| 

1923 and 1924, which destroyed a

AM still a little bewildered. 
Stardom in grand opera has 
come to me suddenly, a man 
under thirty, happily mar- 
ried, the father of children. 
Tradition had it that he who 
would sing a leading role at 
Metropolitan Opera house must re- 
sign himself to starvation, celibacy, 
and the ache of a hungry spirit. What 
caprice of fortune has lifted me into 
public notice?

That Friday night the only thing 
that could be described as an omen is 
the fact that as | waited my call my 
mind tlashed back to my debut as a 
singer when I was five years old. I 
giggled as I recalled our Sunday 
school in Bakersfield and its enter- 
tainraent. My mother, soloist of the 
choir, had placed great store on my 
success. But woe unto fond dreams; 
the faces dizzied me. I couldn’t sing, 
and | could not retreat, my limbs hav- 
ing turned to stone. Then blessed 
sound—I heard my mother’s voice 
advising me that if 1 had forgotten 
the song to sing something | knew. 
Slightly hysterical, | sang ‘‘The Star 
Spangled Banner.’”’ Certainly a prop- 
er beginning for an American. 

The pertormance at the opera went 
smoothly. I felt I was acting and 
singing well. When at the end of the 
third scene, the audence broke into a 
tu:nult I assumed it was for Scotti. 
Net even the continuation of the ap- 
plause struck me as Curious. 

That the unusual had happened | 
knew only when Maestro Serafin sent 
one of his men back stage asking that 
l take a curtain call alone. 

l am an actor, after all, and the 
sounds of thousands of hands clap- 
ping move me as no other sound. I 
Saw an audience on its feet, whistling, 
thumping, and shouting my name. | 
flimed and | felt like running away. 
A part of me, remaining cool and re- 


mte, reflected that the ovation | was 
receiving, SO spontaneous, was, at 
last, success. Subconsciously | re- 


member seeing Mr. LaForge in Mme. 
A'da’s box, and my wife in another 
Striking her hands together. her tace 
burning, her eyes full of tears.

One can never know when 
the ‘‘Metropolitan Blues’ will start 
their crooning—when a member of 
the company is chosen for a role he 
or She is informed of the selection by 
a blue card. A blue card was in my 
box. It informed me that Wednesday 
morning, two days later, I was to 
present myself for rehearsal as Val- 
entine in ‘‘Faust.”’ This was to be 
the final rehearsal, as the opera would 
be presented on Friday, two davs af- 
ter rehearsal. 

Lucky fellow, do I hear you ex- 
claim? 1 looked upon it as a rather 
ornery kick-back of fate, for I did not 
know the part, words or music. Here 
was my glittering moment and I was 
unprepared. 

{ had one day to learn the role. I 
swayed between desire to confess my 
ignorance and impulse to work like a 
madman. Mr. LaForge urged me to 
get at the part. I did. All that night 
and the next day and the next night 
I struggled with it. An accompanist 
camped in my apartment. Trembling 
a little, bearing a sheaf of notes in 
my hand, | went to the rehearsal. The

Here are four simple and startling tricks that can be done without the use of sleight-of-hand or special 
apparatus, but which will nevertheless astonish your friends who do not know how they are done. 

Number 1 is self-explanatory. A coin is dropped into the sleeve and produced, apparently, through the 
cloth. The explanation lies in the fact that a duplicate coin has been previously put between the buttons on the 
sleeve, and it is this coin which is produced, the original being got rid of in any convenient manner while the 
onlooker’s attention is distracted. 

In the third trick, a large handkerchief is apparently passed twice around the leg at the knee and tied in 
front. Buta slight pull and it comes off, the knot still tied. The drawing shows how this is done. The hands 
bring the handkerchief to the back of the leg, but instead of crossing the ends they are doubled back and 
brought to the front again and tied. Lending the knee holds the doubled ends in place till time for the release 

A coin placed in the centre of a handkerchief is made to vanish as the handkerchief is shaken out. The 
second sketch shows clearly how this is done. A bit of soap is on one side of the coin. The corner of the hand- 
kerchief adheres to this, and when picked up brings the coin along with it. The conjurer works it into the 
palm of his hand as he is shaking out the handkerchief. 

The fourth trick is more of a catch than a trick. When a friend asks you for a light offer him the end of 
a lighted match which you have previously broken, the break being concealed by your thumb and forefinger. As 
he takes the end of the match, you calmly light your own cigaret, leaving him astonished with the short end 
in his hand.
